The police will con- 
tinue the search In the pond for the 
man's head and arms, and also to secure 
a positive identification of the body. 


The Bailey clew is undeniably a good 


orus. 
The trunk answers the descrip- 


tion as would be ascribed to Bailey, and 
the medical examiner's opinion as to 
Ihp weight, age and habits of the man, 
are almost identical to a physical report, 
Should one have been made on Bailey. 
This mlgslng farmer was over *ix feet 
In height, and had red hair, *e> he could 
be easily identified. 


Best simply says that he had had no 


trouble with Bailey, and does not know 
why he disappeared on Oct 8, although 
he admits that on the next day he came to 
Lynn and got drunk. 


The interest In the body centered in

while so engaged studied law, an«d grad- 
uated in 1S67. But being prom.oted to 
the full chair of Latin, and delnrrred by 
the lawyers' test oath in West Virginia, 
he held on to the professorship nwtil 1871, 
whien he resigned and began practice In 
CharJestown. 


He first entered poliUcs In 1S89 as a 


delegate to the national Democratic con- 
vention. 
In 18S2 he was nomin-ated by 


acclamation as the Democratic a-ndddati 
for congress from his 'district Lnd waa 
elected. 
He was re.-elected teC'Ongresa 


five tiroes, and was again the nominee 
In 1894, but was defeated by A«G. Day- 
ton, Republican. 


His 12 years of congressional -worrit wera 


marked by hard work, steady Stvotion 
to principle, increasing influejicte, repu- 
tation and prominence in the ««tuntry. 


As he had been an outspoken md earn- 


est advocate o£ Mr. Cleveland'tnurnina- 
tion in 1892, he waa seleotpd for parma- 
nent chairman of the natlonil Demo- 
cratic convention at Chicago.

to repeal the Sherman silver 1 aw, Sir. 
"Wilson was chosen to prepare and intro- 
duce the bill, which he did, carrying it 
through the house.

Everything begins and 
ends with a dance In the Hara moun- 
tains, and their balls begin at \ o'elock 
la tbe afternoon.—Catholic World.

telegraph up from Wilcox the number 
of passengers who wanted meals at the 
Kane lunch shanty, and -when I got tbe 
first message, that nigbt after vainly 
scheming all - day an idea struck me.

Just as 27 pulled in I 
rushed into tbe sbanty witb a message 
purporting to have come from Wilcox 
Baying that at the last moment 20 pos- 
eengers had decided, to stay there over- 
night to take part in a local political 
celebration.

The latter heard witb a grin the 
story of tbe 26 prepared suppers and, 
remembering his .own experiences witb 
Flynn's prices on two or three occa- 
sions, simply shrugged bis shoulders 
bnd said:

ARMY HARDSHIPS IN LUZON. 


Captmln Steever 'Write* of th« Fla*bt- 


iue During Lait July. 


Captain E. L. Steever, U. S. A., who 


was in Washington some years ago for J 
a considerable time with the intercon-| 
tineutal railroad commission and who | 
has many friends In Washington, has 
written a letter to a gentleman in town 
describing some of the hardships of his 
campaign against the Filipinos, says 
the Washington Post. The letter is dat- 
ed Vigan, Luzon, P. I., July 22, 1900, 
and reads, in part, its follows: 


"The past week I returned from a 32 


flays' expedition into the mountains 
after General Tmio and his forces. 
Struck them four different times, on 
one occasion killing and wounding 51. 
(Service very arduous. Rain every day 
but one. Rivers at times unswimmabte. 
Certain portion of the time we had to 
go on foot, wading up one stream to its 
•ource in the mountains and down an- 
other on the farther side. Many of the 
men soon became shoeless, hatless, 
shirtless and e\en trousersless. Stirred 
up the enemy, however, taking our 
forces into places they had never seen 
before. So scattered the enemy that he 
cannot now be found in that district. 


"The heat, flies and mosquitoes are 


the worst drawbacks out here. One is 
practically soaked ^ through day 
and 


night, so much does an American per- 
spire."

These men have been detailed bj 


their respective governments to ob- 
serve the methods of the United States 
in taWng the twelfth census and nave 
been attached to the division of meth- 
ods and results, which is under the su- 
pervision of Professor Wilcox, writes 
tbe Washington correspondent of the 
Baltimore Sun. 
Every 
facility 
for 


furnishing them with the desired in- 
formation is afforded. 


Japan has detailed two representa- 


tives, who are daily observers of tfie 
work at the bureau. They are Profess- 
or Kure, a member of the Japanese 
house of representatives, and S. Itp. 
who has been detailed from the Japa- 
nese statistical office. After becoming 
acquainted with the working of the 
bureau in Washington Mr. Ito expects 
to visit the census supervisors in sev- 
eral of the larger American cities and 
obtain from them details of the man- 
ner in which they enumerate the pop- 
ulation of their respective localities. 


Of the foreign representatives in the 


census office no one workU harder to se- 
cure information than Mr. Sze, who 
was sent to the United States by the 
Chinese government. 
Mr. Sze Is a 


graduate of Cornell university. 
In 


speaking of his mission Mr. Sze, who 
Bpcaks English with scarcely an ac- 
cent, said: "No accurate census of Chi- 
na has ever been taken. One reason 
for this has been that no practical 
methods for doing so have ever been 
devised by u:.v guvuruuiuul. u >•>-!.—'j

On the passenger list of the Ocean 


Queen as she sailed from Melbourne 
for London on the ICth of August, 
18S1, was the name of James Melwill, 
an Englishman, and If there ever was 
a sleeker, slicker man got into print I 
have not read of him. lie hadn't the 
sleek, slick way of a hypocritical mis- 
sionary or parson, but It was a way of 
his own. He was a dandy In figure 
and dress. He had the innocent face 
of a ^hild. He was guileless and in- 
genuous. He seemed to know so little 
of the world that you wondered where 
he had passed his 30 years of life. He 
wanted to make everybody's acquaint- 
ance and be friends with all. You 
couldn't help but set him down for a 
good fellow Just to look at him, and 
when you had listened to bis droll sto- 
ries in the smoking room, his songs in 
the cabin and the fairy stories he told 
the children you had to agree that he 
was justly a favorite. 


No one seemed to know Jimmy, aa 


be asked us to call him, beyond know- 
ing that be lived up the country on a 
big horse farm and was worth half a 
million dollars. It turned out tbat no 
one really knew that, but bad taken 
bis word for it. However, It was no 
one's business to know him. He was 
going back to England after a bride, 
and all tbe ladies aboard agreed that 
be was a good catch and the girl was 
In luck.

The en- 
gines were disabled before they left, 
and the crew of the mate's boat was 
sent back to us, and as no one had been 
killed we were fain to think we had 
come off fairly well. We lay rolling in 
midoeean for four days before the en- 
gineer had made repairs, and by that 
time the brig was several hundred 
miles away. Even had we known her 
course and position, it would have 
availed nothing. We made a slow run 
for the remainder of the voyage, and It 
was three weeks before a man-of-war 
started out to look for the pirate craft. 
It had been a .iob put up in Australia, 
and it had worked to perfection. 
It 


may be that the brig returned to that 
coast and landed and divided the swag, 
but as she had a dozen different places 
to choose from'she had no fear of cap- 
ture. So far as I have been able to 
learn she was never heard from, though 
the search was kept up for a year or 
more.

YELLOW FEVER'S CAUSE.

Cuban Phy«lel»n Think* It !• In 
Some \Vny Connected With the Sen. 
Much interest is taken in Havana 


in the discussion of ilie contract for 
sewering snd repaviag the city and 
its effect on the spread of yellow fever. 
Dr. Bango, n Cub.in physician of more 
than 20 years' experience, said recent- 
ly to a correspondent of the New York 
Sun that he did not know whether the 
sewering and reparlng of Havana 
would eradicate the disease, as he did 
not understand how It was caused. He 
thinks that the cause of yellow fever 
is in some way connected with the 
sea, and he does not know of a place 
where the disease Is endemic which Is 
not a seaport town. Cubans bora ia 
the country away from the sea have 
died of yellow fever on reaching Ha- 
vana, which would seem to show that 
the immunity extends only to persons 
bred at ports where the disease is en- 
demic. 


In regard to the outbreak this year 


Or. Baugo gays tuat it Is due more to 
the prevalence of wet, damp weather 
than to the presence in navaua of a 
large number of nonlmmunes, although 
matters are not helped at Hi! by their 
presence. Dr. Gorcas thinks that the 
experience of Havana will be similar 
to that of Martinique and Kingston, 
where, with improved sanitation, yel- 
low fever has practically died out.

STORE MEETS WITH OPPOSITION 


East Main Streeters Up in Arms Over 


Invasion. 


There's a tempest in a. teapot on the 


hill. Or rather it's a tempest in a 
grocery store. Sadder, things have 
rarely happened, and that part of the 
hill on East Main, street near the clay 
road is sitting up nights and getting 
up early to discuss the invasion of the 
Armenian fruit vender and yeast cake 
agent. 


It is all over the little store for 


which the city council <-. Its last meet- 
ing gave a bufiding permit. The store 
]•• a small frame, one story structure 
01. East Main street, on the lot next 
to the r-lay road". It is on the land of 
J. M. (,'r.nedy, and will probably be 
opened a- a small grocery within a 
few days. Arter which, say the resi- 
dents of the Sfr-ility, it will be forever 
boycotted, so long as time shall be. 


The objection is Ui«._ the building 


is unsightly, and that no one wants 
to have a little store like that in the 
neighborhood anyway. Blame is laid 
on the city council for allowing it to 
built, and on the owner of the land 
for allowing* it to be built, and on 
e\prybody and everytning in connec- 
tion with it. 


Frantic residents of the district have 


been to the mayor and to the council- 
men to see what can be done about it, 
and are told that there is nothing ex- 
cept the dispensation of 
Providence 


that will have any good results. A 
member of the city counfcil committee 
•on buildings last evening1, in speaking 
of it, said that the matter had had 
more than the usual amount of con- 
sideration, and that the residents • or 
tho district had ample time to mako 
objection. The matter was brought up 
at the September meeting, 
anld post- 


poned for one month. 
A hearing on 


the matter was advertised and held, 
and no one appeared to object. In 
addition to these legal requirements, 
the committee went further, anU talked 
with some of the most interested resi- 
dents of the locality, but they had no 
objection to offer. Some of these same 
people aro now leading the neighbor- 
hood indignation meetings. 


For a very small store, it Is causing 


more of a sensa.tionl than the blgges! 
store in town could do, and yet, in 
spite of its free advertising, the resi 
dents swear that it shall not pay. It if 
evident that the question of support is- 
likely to settle the matter, as the store 
seems to be a fixture so long as H Is a 
paying investment. 


Some nf the most anxious of the resi- 


dents have marie attempts 
to raise 


money enough to buy off the proprietors 
but so far this ha*= been unsuccessful.

Among them are a knife 
ind fork made by a dative, the mater- 
al Being black horn; a Japanese tooth 
brush with the end of the handle made 
;o thin that it can be looped and used 
is a tongue scraper, for which purpose 
^he handle is said to be made that way: 
pearl buttons and pearl shells, one of 
tho latter being especially beautiful, 
ar.U for which Mr. Hocum was offered 
?25 in Chicago; pictures of many in- 
teresting'places and things in the Phil- 
ipines, and a white camphor 
wood 


locker such as the soldiers carry their 
clothing in. There are curiosities too 
numerous to mention, including pretty 
far.te and various other articles, but one 
thing that must not be overlooked is a 
Filipino flag captyred by Mr. Hocum 
and another man, and which was part- 
nership property till Mr. Hocum bough.1 
his comrade's Interest. The flag is not 
large, being about four feet long by 24 
to 30 inches wide. It is composed of two 
bars of red and blue, with a three cor- 
nered space of white at one end, on 
which is a representation of the rising 
sun and three stars.

Altogether the case Is a 
rare one in the history of inmshot 
•wounds of the brain, and it is probable 
that few surgeons .Save witnessed 
many such injuries amrost unaccom- 
panied by symptoms. Blackmer is 60 
years old, and it is believed that he 
cannot escape serious trouble from the 
injury.

A lot of 
checks and entries from the books were 
given him for examination to show the 
way he used the funds of the paper 
company. 


He admitted that one of the objects 


in makinsr drafts on W. L. Brown & 
Co. was that he might send checks to 
W. L. Brown & Co. to use. 


The witness admitted that lie took 


from the treasurers desk at th'e office 
in Adams of the plaintiff company the 
report of Mr. Buss, the expert account- 
ant for the plaintiff company, and sent 
the same to Mr. Williams or to Mr.
